After IrcalluK at some lenKlh the 
work of John .Maseflold, and noting' 
the influence of this writer of lonf 
narrative poeme, In hroarletiine the 
.scope of i:oiiteniporary verse, the 
speaker p.-iKsed on to deal with the 
. work of the American poets, |)ayin{; 
spociaJ attention to Curl Sandburg, 
whom he declared lo be specially wor- 
thy of attention because contri- 
bution to modeiii .in wuh not ius ap- 
parent to those accustomed to tra- 
ilitional verse us was the work of 
Itoberl I'Vost and E. A. Kobinaon. 

.Mr Smith dealt with the poetry of 
the war and traced the path of p.it- 
riotlsm and pacifism. He mentioned 
Ituperl Jîrooks and quoted John Mase- 
fleld's "August 19H" Is the high- 
wator murk o£ lingllsli patrlutlc poet- 
ry. As the war was prolonged, more 
real.-uiltc works ' appear, written by 
tni-n lo whom the honor of modern 
warfiue woa moie apparent than the 
Idealistic vein of tho burning Indigna- 
tion against war and against all who 
make w(u- shining like fire through these 
sombre poems. Patriotism has chang- 
ed to pacifism, and a love of blinded, 
tortured fellow men has taken the 
place of an Idoallsod love of country. 
The soldier pools are men. not beasts, 
. and have no desire to kJII. 

Jx-aving the poetry of the war, the 
speaker then turned lo .some ultra 
modern poets, paying special iitlentlon 
to the poetry of T. .S. ICllot. The dis- 
like exhibited by these poets, say the 
elderly critics for diadautlcism, hod led 
llieni to take safe course and to keep 
not only morality but meaning oui 
of their poems. Jf this is the case, it 
is more of a compliment tlian an in- 
sult, bocau.sc U .sliow.s that even in 
the popular mind, Jicuuly is consider- 
ed to be more important than the 
Idea, or tho logl^l meaning.. Jn other 
words, though most jiouplc loudly dis- 
claim it, In their liearw they really 
think Uinl what Is siUd i.s more im- 
portant than how it is said. 

Now the popular Idea that J-'orm is 
more important than Content, oï 
course, to ijust as absurd as the jiro- 
fessional conception of the supreme 
importance of right thinking and the 
comparative inaigniflcaiice of right-

Foregather in Montreal 

A conference will be held at McGill 
during the Chrlslmaji vacation to con- 
sider the advl.Habilliy of forming the 
student bodies of the Universities wf 
CaJiadu into a Fédération of Canadian 
Students. Rupri-'senlalives trom every 
Canadian University from the Atlantlj 
to the I'aclfic will be sent, ihe ex- 
licnse-s beiilB pooled. R. B. Gamincl will 
be the representative from McGIIl. 

The demand for such .-i conference 
grew out of the visit of the Impérial 
debating team last year when Mr. W. 
Nunn May, Past president of tho Na- 
tional Union- of Students of the Uni- 
versity College of liiigland and Wales 
enijulrcd into the jio.ssibillty of the 
formation of a similar orgnnlxatton in 
Canada. 

The Woslcrn Universities who, îiy 
their geographical poHlilon are more 
or less' out of touch wtli tiie Eastern 
CollogoH, took up the Ideii with cn- 
Ihuslamn, and roquested Mr. Banner- 
man, of Toronto to make arrangemeni.s 
for a conference lo be held elllier ;n 
Toronto or Montreal, preferably in 
Montreal. This he did.

Crystal Structure Explained 
by T. N. White 

".V-R.aj's lire In the nature of waves 
These waves luo of Indcf.nke length 
and when a distiirbancc is .set up tho 
waves traivo] at a certain aiigic; when 
a secondary' disturbance is sol up it 
aids the first one on its Journey.'" 
This statomont was illuKtratod last 
night by Jlr. T. .\. White, who gave 
tho uighlh spec al graduate lecture of 
the session to the "Thursday Col- 
loqulm", in Physics, in the Macdonald 
Physics Itullding 

Tho subject was "Rcconi work in 
.\'-Uiiys and Cr.vsta| Structure." The 
lecturer illustrated h s talk by .sUde.s 
and special upiiaiatus from tho build- 
ing. Tho apparatus was a strange 
collection of objects^ the most pocu.iar 
of which was a. cube shaped who 
who.sc corners hold a small rubber 
ball. These balls' roprcsonted mole- 
cules of any substance. Tho cube hold 
in all ten of these balls, two of them 
being on two sides o( tho cvibe. .Vny 
one side of tho oube wh oh was square 
md held four balls represented a unit 
of a crystal called a cryatalllto. Thla 
Is Iho smallest particle of a crystal 
that can exist aJoiie. The whole cube 
represented a series of these units

EATAL EXPEDITION. 
TO MOONT EÏEREST 

Mr. Noel E. Odell Speaks at 
Peoples' Forum Sunday 

The .Mount Kvere.st Kxpedltlon of 
-Mallory and Iivlno, who gave their 
lives attempting to conquer the 
world's highest mountain, In the in- 
teresLs of science and exploration, was 
also undertaken so that all nations 
might aày that men had planted the 
British flag, not only at the ends of 
tho earth, but on the lop of the world 
as well; 

Whether Mallory and Irvine actual- 
ly attained to the snminit of .Mount 
Everest will probably always rem.iin 
in doubt. A .scries of attacks had been 
made upon the summit, and had been 
beaten back by the horrible sickness 
iind fuintness that atUcks all tho.s,. 
who attempt to climb to such a»- 
toundlns altitudes. The final attempt 
wa-s made with the aid orf oxygen by 
tho.se two who have died.

When he last saw them, the most cri- 
tical stages of the ascent had been 
accomplished; leijs than 1,000 feet ,>-e. 
inained to be cllnilied. 

At this stage they were still ;^oin^ 
so slroiiKly that (here seems to .Mr. 
Odell to be every reason for suppos- 
ing that they reached their goal — to 
be fhuilly overcome by deadly fatigue 
at the top, or else to miss the c.mip on 
the way down, which they niii;lu e;isily 
have done, and wiiich would have 
meant the certainty of death. 

.\'o greater story has been over told 
than this lecture, which will be pro- 
fusely illustrated with lantern .slides, 
and which takes the audience tliroiiKli 
mysterious and curious Tlilbet, up with 
the climbing parlies, and within an 
ace of the very summit of Mount 
liverest. Mr. Odell, who will deliver 
this lecture Sunday evening at the 
I'oople'a t'orum, h;Ls dellvereil talks 
on this fascinating topic to packed au- 
diences In both the .\lbert and Queens 
Hall In London, and is fumed as one of 
the leading uuthurities on British 
.Mountain Climbs. In 1916 ho was el- 
ected a member of the Alpine Club, 
and In 1821 led tho sledge party of the 
Oxford Univerally Kxpedltlon to 
Spitzbergen.

Rvcry club or society should at once 
conduct .a private stock -taking of Its 
members, and those who appear to bo 
"dcadw-ood" should be asked for their 
resignation. Any undertaking that Is 
lophoavy la doomed to failure, and 
drastic nic.isnres aro ofton too late to 
revive enthusiasm. 

Work and study must curmc first; 
there is no doubt of that. Hut anyone 
who finds his work causing him to 
ncgleel the duties ho has as-sumed in 
undergraduate affairs should face the 
fact that his ^oom Is of more value 
than his co-operation at uncortiiln in- 
tervals. Unfortunately, the offico 
holder In this predicament generally 
hopes to do .something soon, or In a 
coupio of weeks, and finds ll dlfficuîr 
to relinquish his offices. But for the 
good of all, tho club should be strong 
enough to concentrate Its energies 
upon the earnest members, however 
few they be, rather than the more 
numerous but careless hanfjers-on that 
will hold membcrshlii In everything 
does not require undue effort.

AVith yesterday's 
announcement that the Crimson would 
always regard Yale as the main foot- 
ball objective, di.soouraging all at- 
tempts to arrange for any "round-ro- 
bin" Big Three series, there comes a 
flood of comment from Intercollegiate 
liress circles. (College editors of Kast- 
erii (iMllle.- jicreeive a chance -to form 
the long iliscusscd liastern Confer- 
ence. 

We Hce no particular objection to 
tlie forni.itlon of such n conference if 
it Is first understood that long-stand- 
ing rivalries between ICastern univer- 
sities are not lo bo Interfered with. 
In other words, we are Inclined to f;i- 
,vor a grouping of from eight to twelve 
Kastern unlvor.silles In a football lea- 
gue providing that no attempt is made 
lo abolish or discontinue such ancient 
gridiron classics as the Harvard- Vale 
Urown- Dartmouth, I'ennsylvanl.t-Cor- 
nell, and Army-Xny.v games. Most of 
the' big Fastern colleges have two or 
three old rivals that are met !ininial 
ly. We would decidedly discourage 
liny efforts '.to alter these rivrtlries. 

On the other hand, we see no good 
ren.soii why it would not be possible 
loi- a football league to be formed 
which would arrange, a sort of "round- 
I'oblii" schedule whereby cvery^ big 
Kastcrn team would meet every other 
big team at least once every four or 
five years. \Vc believe thai .sucli an 
arrangoiiient Is entirely prucllcal and 
possible. We woubl like to see it 
adopted for the furtherance of friendly 
Interoollege contaqts and the general 
broadening of athlolic rclntioushlps.
